WILSONTAKES RAILROADS 
McADOO MADE DIRECTOR GENERAL 


Every Continental Road to Help Win 


War—McAdoo Expects to Operate 


Through Present Managements 


TRANSFER AT NOON TOMORROW

president States That As It Was a Great National Emerg- 


ency, He Was Not At Liberty to Abstain From It— 
McAdoo's Experience Makes Him Well Fitted For 
High Position. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 26.—President Wilson announced to- 


night that he will assume control and operation of every railroad 
in tlie Continental United States at noon, Friday, December 28, and 
that lie had appointed Secretary McAdoo director general of rail- 
roads. 
; 


Secretary McAdoo, who appointment is made by formal procla- 


mation, is expected to direct the unification and operation .of roads 
through, their present management. He will retain his place in the 
cabinet as secretary of the treasury. In a statement accompanying 
li.s proclamation, President "Wilson announced that when congress re- 
assembles he would ask that definite guarantees be given that the 
railway properties be maintained in as good repair and complete 
equipment as when taken over, and that the net operating income in 
each case shall equal the average net operating income of the three 
years precedng June 30, 1917. 


The railroads will be taken over under war authority already 


granted by congress, through the secretary of war. 


The President's statement follows: 
"I have exercised the powers ox-er 


transportation systems of the coun- 
try which were granted me by act of 
congress, August, 1916, because it has 
become necessary for me to do so. This 
is a. war of resources no less than of 
men, perhaps even more than of men, 
ard it is necessary for the complete 
mobilization of resources that 
the 


railway systems of the country should 
be employed under a single authority 
and simplified method of co-ordina- 
tion not possible under private man- 
agement. The 
railroad 
executives 


who haxe been co-operating with the 
government in this all-important mat- 
ter ha\e done the utmost that it was 
possible for them to do; have done it 
with zeal and great ability; but there 
were differences that they could not 
escape nor neutralize; complete unity 
of administration in present circum- 
stances involves at many points a ser- 
ious dislocation of earnings, and the 
committee was without power or au- 
thority to rearrange charges or effect 
proper compensation or adjustment of 
earnings 
Several roads, which were 


nillingly accepting the orders of the 
committee, 
have 
already 
suffered 


from circumstances and should not 
be required to suffer further. There- 
fore, the full authority of the govern- 
ment must be substituted. The gov- 
ernment itself will gain an increase 
of efficiency in activities upon which 
the siifces«.ful conduct of the war de- 
pends 


'The public's interests must be first 


sen eel and, in additipn, the interests 
of the government and financial in- 
terests of railways must be brought 
under common direction. Financial 
operation of railways need cot inter- 
fere -nith borrowing of the govern- 
ment and they can he conducted at 
greater advantage. The railroads are 
secure m that their rights and inter- 
ests \\i\i i,e looked after more care- 
fulls 
liv the government than they

"By the President of the United States 


of America: 


A proclamation: "Whereas the Con- 


gress of the United States in the exer- 
cise of the authority vested in them, 
by joint resolution 
of Senate 
and 


House of. Representatives bearing date 
April 6. 191T, 


Hesolved that the state of war be- 


tween the United State and the Im- 
perial German Government which has 
thus been thrust upon the United 
States is hereby declered, and that the 
President be and is hereby authorized 
and directed to "employ the entire 
naval and military forces of the United 
States and the resources of the Govern- 
ment to carry on -war against the Im- 
perial Government and to bring the 
conflict to a successful termination, all 
resources of the country are hereby 
pledged by the Congress of these 
United States." 


"And by joint 
resolution 
bearing 


date of Dec. 7, 1917, resolved, that a 
state of war is hereby declared to ex- 
ist between the United States of Am- 
erica and the imperial and royal Aus- 
tro-Hungarian government, and that 
the President be and he is hereby au- 
thorized and directed to employ the 
entire naval and military forces of 
the United States and the resources of 
tho government to carry on the war 
against the imperial and rojal Aus- 
tro-Hunganan government; 
and 
to 


bring the conflict to a. successful ter- 
mination all the resources 
of 
the 


country are hereby pledged by the 
congress of the United States. 


"And, Whereas it is provided by 


Section 1 of the act as approved Aug. 
29, 1916, entitled, 'An act making ap- 
propriation for support of the army 
for the fiscal year ending- June CO, 
1917, 
and for other purposes.' as fol- 


lows: 
'The president in time of war 


is empowered, through the secretary 
of war, to take possession and assume 
control of any system or systems of 
transportation, or any part thereof, 
and to utilize the same, to the exclu- 
sion as> far as may be necessary of all 
other traffic thereon, for transfer or 
transportation of troops, war mater- 
ial and equipment, or for such other 
purposes consistent with emergencies 
as may be needful or desirable.' 


"And Whereas, It has now become 


necessary to take possession and to 
assume control of certain systems ot 
transportation and to utilize the same, 
to the exclusion so far as may be nec- 
essary of other than war tiafllc there- 
on, for transportation of troops, war 
material and equipment therefore, and 
for the other needful and desirable 
purposes connected with tho prosecu- 
tion of tho war; 


"Xow, therefore, I, Woodrow Wil- 


son, 
President of the United States, 


under and by virtue of the 
powers 


vested in me by the foregoing resolu- 
tions and statutes, and by virtue of all 
other powers thereto enabling me, do 
hereby, through Newton D. Baker, sec- 
retary of war, take possession and as- 
sume control, at ] 2 o'clock noon on 
the 28th day of December, 1917, of 
each and every system of transporta- 
tion and the. appurtenances thereof, 
located wholly or in part within the 
boundaries of the continental United 
States, and consisting of railroads and 
owned or controlled systems ot coast- 
wise or Inland transportation engaged 
In general transportation, whether op- 
erated by steam or electric power, In- 
cluding also terminals, terminal com- 
panies, and 
terminal association*.

COMES AS SURPRISE 


General Scheme of Control Fol- 


lows British Plan; No 
Com- 


ment Made in Capital

ties of common carriers. 


"It is hereby directed that the pos- 


session, control, operation and utiliza- 
tion of such transportation systems, 
hereby by me undertaken, shall be 
exercised by and through William G. 
McAdoo, who is hereby appointed and 
designated director general of rail- 
roads. Said director may perform the 
duties imposed upon him so long and 
to such extent as he shall determine 
through the direction, receivers, 
offi- 


cers and employes of said systems of 
transportation, until and except so far 
as said director shall from time to 
time by general or special ordei" or 
otherwise required, the board of di- 
rectors, receivers, officers 
and 
em- 


ployees of various transportation sys- 
tems, shall continue the 
operation 


thereof, in the usual and 
ordinary 


course of the business of common car- 
riers, in the name of their respective 
companies. 


"Until and except so far as said di- 


rector shall from time to time other- 
wise by general or special orders de- 
termine that systems of transportation 
shall remain subject to all existing 
statutes and orders oC the Interstate 
Commerce commission and to all or- 
ders of regulating commissions of the 
various states in which said systems 
nuiy be situated. But any order, gen- 
eral or special, herealter inade bj said 
director, shall have paramount author- 
ity and be obeyed as such. 


"Xothing herein shall be construed 


as now affecting the possession, opera- 
tion and control of street, electric, pas- 
senger railroads, including railways 
commonly called interurban, whether 
such sj stems be owned by such rail- 
roads, companies or systems. By sub- 
sequent order and proclamation, if 
and when it shall be found necessary 
and desirable, possession, control or 
operation, may be taken of such street 
railway systems, 
including 
subways 


and tunnels; and by subsequent order 
and proclamation, possession, control 
and operation, in whole or in part, 
may also be relinquished to the own- 
ers thereof, possession und control of 
which are hereby assumed. 


"The director shall, aa soon as may 


be advisable after assuming possession 
and control, enter into negotiations 
with the several companies looking to 
agreements to just and 
reasonable 


compensation, for the possession, use 
and control of the respective properties 
on the basis of annual guaranteed 
compensation above accruing deprecia- 
tion and the malntenace of their prop- 
erties, as nearly as may be to the aver- 
age of the net operating income there- 
from for the three years ending June 
SO, 1917, and the results of such nego- 
tiations to bo reported to me for such 
action as may be appropriate and law- 
ful. 


"But nothing herein contained, be ex- 


pressed or implied, or hereafter done or 
.suffered hereunder, shall bo deemed in 
nnv wny to impair the lights of stock- 
holder", bondholders, creditors and 
other percons having an interest in 
said systems, or the profit thereof, to 


receive just and adequate compensa- 
tion for the use, control and possession 
hereby assumed. 


"Regular 
dividends hitherto 
de- 


clared, and maturing interest, upon 
bonds, debentures and other obliga- 
tions, may be paid in due course; and 
unless snid Director shall from time to 
time otherwise, by general or special 
orders, determine, and, subject to the 
approval of the Director, the various 
carriers may agree upon and arrange 
the extension of maturing obligations." 


"Except with the prior -written ac- 


tion of said Director by Mesne process 
or on execution, no attachment shall 
be levied against any property used 
by any of said transportation systems 
in the conduct of their business as 
common carriers; but suit may be 
brought by and against said carriers 
and judgment rendered as hitherto, 
u-ntil and as far as the Director may 
by general or special orders. 


"From and after 12 o'clock on said 


2Sth day of December, 1917, all trans- 
portation systems included in this 
o~rder and proclamation shall conclu- 
sively be deemed within the'possession 
and control of said Director without 
further act or notice. But for the 
purpose of accounting said possession 
and control shall be dated from 12 
o'clock midnight December 31, 1917.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 26. — Gov- 


ernment possession and opeiation of 
the nation's railroads for the war was 
jnoclaimed by President 
Wilson to- 


night, to become effective at noon on 
Friday, Dec. 28. AVilliarr G. McAdoo, 
retaining his place in the cabinet as 
secretary of the treasury, is placed in 
charge as director 
general of rail- 


roads. 
Every railroad 
engaged 
in 


general transportation, iuth its ap- 
purtenances, 
including 
steamship 


lines, is taken over, and all lines wi'.l 
be operated as one, under the director 
general. 


In a statement accompanying his 


proclamation, the President announc- 
ed that as soon as congress reassembles 
he will recommend legislation guar- 
anteeing war earnings and keeping 
railroad property in good repair. Gov- 
ernment backing will be given to new 
issues of railroad bonds. 


The President's 
mo\e, 
although 


forecast for some weeks, came as a 
surprise to all Washington at 
this 


time, including railroad officials. 
It 


was generally believed that he acted 
through Secretary of War Baker, un- 
der authority conferred in the appro- 
priation act. 
Dii ect management ot 


the roads will lemain in the hands of 
railroad officials, and a railroad board 
composed of (He railroad heads will 
continue to exercise actual control tin- 
der the direction of the director gen- 
eral. 


The chieC effect oC government op- 


eiatlo'n will be to pcimit a complete

mysterious greenish poison while in 
transit between Toledo and Cleveland. 
Immediately every one of tho J,.100 
bandages was burned. 


Effort made to keep tho matter se- 


cret was successful until today. 
Offi- 


cials of the lake division of the Red 
Cross refused to discuss tho pois-oncd 
bnnd.irres, but the authoritative infor- 
mation was obtained that the ban- 
dnpres had been destroyed and that 
government agents, aided by 
only 


slender clues were trying to solve tho 
mj stery. 


The box of bandages arrived from 


Toledo last week and wore taken to 
tho warehouse. 
While women were 


examining the huge quantity of surgi- 
cal dressings fls to specifications, a 
dark greenish sitbst"l-.co was noticed 
on one of them. Investigation showed 
that nil of. tho bandar.c.s in the box- 
had been treated with poison,

The Carbondale Loader ot Monday 


BtateB that one day last week it be- 
came known that two carloads of su- 
gar had arrived in that city and had 
been distributed among the grocers of 
the city 
Thereat there began almost 


a riot among the citizens of Carbon- 
dale to see who should get the most 
o£ the sweetening; and before the day 
ended there was not a single pound of, 
sweetening in the hands of any grocer 
in the city. Under normal demands, 
about 80,000 pounds of sugar would 
last tho people of Carbondale for sev- 
eral weeks, but 
the 
householders 


threw all Judgment and discretion to 
the winds and instead of ordering two 
or three pounds a weelc they grabbed 
it all, bujmg often 25 pounds or more 
This va;> efteeted by buying to 
tho 


family limit from their own groceis 
and afterwards going themselves or 
sending tneir own or the neighbors' 
children for more until their roll gave 
out 
This was repeated in e\ery fam- 


ily "where news of the sugar cargo pen- 
etrated and, the Leader sa>s, it is safe 
to aay that the same procesa"Vould be 
repeated by the same families this 
week. 


This is how famines are made. 


There is sugar enough in the country 
for everybody, but there will be short- 
age just so long as individuals are al- 
lowed selfishly to absorb all the sugar 
•which can be had 
In Europe there 


are sugar cards, and if one wants su- 
gar he must present his card and the 
grocer must punch out the amount of 
sugar 
purchased, 
and 
when 
the 


month's quota has been received th,ere 
•will bo nothing more doing 
In this 


way the supply is conserved and every- 
one will receive as much as he needs 
is not as much as he wants 


The sugar hoarders of the United 


States are rapidly driving their country 
to the card system. 
It may be to 


some extent vexatious and annoying, 
but there will be no one to blame for 
it except the hoardeis themselves

The price of milk In New Tork city 


has risen 65 per »ent since June, 1914, 
and about 20 per cent less of the pro- 
duct is being consumed, according to 
a report of the mayor's committee on 
milk. Dr. Charles E North Is chair- 
man of the committee. 


"Many families uae legs milk," the 


report stated, ' and aro substituting 
tea, coffee, beer, wine and other things 
for the feeding 
of 
young children 


whoso health and growth are injured 
by such substitutes 


*>=•» Increased great 


ly in cost, the committee 
declared 


that "this Is much less than the in- 
crease in price of eggs, corn, pork, 
wheat, sugar, oats, jeer and other Im- 
portant food products." 


In all other cities in America, the 


report stated, there has been a corre- 
sponding increase in the price of food- 
stuffs and milk. 


"The cost of milk product'on on the 


average dairy farm supplying milk to 
New York city for the year of 1817 
was six and one-third cents per quart 
and for the months of October, No- 
vember and 
December, was seven 


cents per quart," the report said. 


' The largest Item in the cost of 


mlllc production is the cost of grain, 
amounting to two cents per quart The 
gram products used In feeding have 
risen in price during the two years 
100 per cent and r>avo increased the 
cost of milk to the farmer at least 
one cent per quart 
Farm labor is 


tho next largest item, amounting to 
one and one-half cents per quart of 
milk 
This has Increased 100 per cent 


In two jears. There is evidence that 
in many dairy districts dairy farmers 
cannot obtain labor at any reasonable 
price "

For Soldiers and Sailors. 


The following definite statement as 


to the amount of insurance which the 
government will provide for the fam- 
ilies of soldiers or sailors killed or dis- 
abled in service has recently been is- 
sued. It will be of general interest to 
the men In service or who are likely 
soon to be, and also to the dependent 
members of their families. 


"If a soldier or sailor is killed, and 


he has a. wife and children, the gov- 
ernment will provide 
compensation 


for the wife, so long as she remains 
unmarried, and support for the chil- 
dren until they become 18 years of 
age. 


"These payments range from ?25 


for a widow alone to $57.50 for a wi- 
dow and four children. If a man is 
totally disabled the government will 
make a fixed monthly payment to him 
ranging from ?30 a month, if he is 
married, to $75 a month, 1C he has a 
wife and three or more children. 
Should he be so helpless as to require 
a nurse or attendant, he will be given 
up to $20 additional. Should he lose 
both feet, both hands, or both eyes; 
or be permanently bedridden, he will 
be paid $100 a month, whether he is 
a bachelor or married. 


"This insurance will begin on the 


day the disability takes place; and is 
paid instead of a pension. Dependent 
parents will be paid where an unmar- 
ried soldier Is killed. This new In- 
surance law is a good one."

Harvey Hayes, Formerly of Oneonta 


Submits Design to Government. 
Harvey Hayes, formerly of Oneonta 


and'well known here, who since his 
graduation from Harvard college has 
been instructor in physics at Strath- 
more college, shortly after, the out- 
break of the war between America 
and Germany set about designing an 
implement that would be useful in 
combating the submarine and after 
considerable work succeeded in per- 
fecting the design which he believes 
will accomplish the task assigned. 
He submitted his designs to the 
government and about two weeks ago 
he was summoned to appear before a 
board having power in the matter to 
explain . the construction and opera- 
tion o£ the device.

A Californlan with the Unlte'd States 


troops -writes from ^Somewhere In 
France:" 


Dear 
;: It Is two weeks since 


I wrote yon. 
I have been delaying 


the last few (Jays, expecting to hear 
from you by che "next mall." 
The 


bulk of the "nest mall" arrived two 
or three days ago, but driblets have 
been coming through dally since. 
There's another due tonight and— 
here's hoping. All told I've sent you 
five letters since "arriving here—don't 
fcnow bow many arrived. 


Also I have been rather busy of 


late. I have been assisting In the pro- 
motion or an epochal event—the first 
American boxing tournament held In 
France. It took place Saturday night 
In a strange little theater on a crooked 
rue In a nearby city before an audi- 
ence of 500 Americana—soldiers, sail- 
ors, marines and civilian employees of 
the A. B. F.—and 200 French, mostly 
women. The feminine sex are great 
fight fans over here. 


All the American sports have be«n 


tried out over here already. Baseball 
created Interest, but football wai a. 
sensation. 


It was while I was on a ticket-sell- 


ing tour for the fights that I got my 
greatest Insight Into what Is going on 
over here. 


Base In the Making. 


I h'ave seen a New Tork skyscraper 


climb toward ti-e Infinite, a story a 
day; I saw square rods of concrete 
poured Into forms that molded a dam 
whlck Impounded a lake and reclaim- 
ed the fifth of a state; I have seen 
new railroads fell their way across 
deserts and mountains and rivers. I 
saw the Panama Canal ""before they 
turned the water In the cut:" More 
spectacular these, possibly, but no 
more Impressive than an "American 
military base" In the making. And cer- 
tainly no bugler. 


On a certain day a few—a very few 


—months ago an American general 
etood on 
certain spot and, shifting a • 


pointing finger, saldt 


"There will be railroad yards, and 


there docks, and there a rest camp 
and that building over there will be a 
base hosp'tal." 


And from that certain spot today 


one looks and sees what very soon 
will be yards and docks aud camps 
and a hospital. 


In one direction a' string of low 


wooden buildings stretch as far as 
vision. They are ten abreast. Four 
hundred and forty of these buildings, 
each capable of housing sixty men. 
Twenty-six thousand troops they will 
accommodate. And within an hour's 
mvch are five other such camps. 


A highway parallels the waterfront 


and It was on this that the American 
general stood the day he swept his 
finger In the circle and conceived the 
.Improvements that are becoming real- 
ities so rapidly. A town was within 
the sweep of his arm. 
It Is being re- 


moved. Houses a century old are he- 
Ing razed. The space is needed for 
trackage. 


On the other side of the road the 


docks are going In. Dikes are being 
built a quarter of a mile from shore 
and dredges and hydraulic pumps are 
banking silt behind them. 


Work Agalntt Time. 


The work must be done by a stated 


date. It Is lalor against time. Troops 
are coming. Material Is coming. Am- 
munition Is coming. And this must be 
ready for them. The job contains the 
quintessence of haste—methodical, In- 
tense, Intelligent,. efficient.

Further along Is a big, four-story 


stone buildlrg that was a schoolhouse 
when Washington was Inaugurated. It 
stands with all the dfgnlty of Its age 
in twenty acres of groomed forest and 
lawn. But now it radiates wooden ex- 
tensions, extending incongruously be- 
neath the limbs of the chestnuts. Open 
spaces hold barracks. A famous cha- 
teau on an adjoining estate Is being 
fitted fl3 officers' quarters.

Why Idea of "A Sheep for Every Fam- 


ily" Would Bo of Little Value. 


The Idea of "a sheep for every fam- 


ily" Is good In Intent and purposes. 
Both manufacturers of woolen goods 
and meat distributors would like to 
see a larger supply of raw material. 
Sheep raising, however, Is not like 
gardening, says the Albany Journal. 
To be successful It must be conduct- 
ed in the open and on a large scale. 
Breeding itself Is a large and com- 
plicated matter. Also, the nature of 
the wool-growing "animal Is unsulted 
to combined commercialism and do- 
mesticity. The family who had a sheep 
running around the dooryard would 
form an attachment for the animal 
that would «it the latter on the foot- 
Ing of a family pet, that could be 
separated from Its valuable wool only 
if the eheep'a comfort were consid- 
ered. 


As for the use of a family sheep for 


meat, such would be rare. "Led like 
a lamb to the slaughter" has more 
than a literary meaning. 
One who 


could see a sturdy steer felled by a 
hammer blow or an uncouth and 
squealing pig slashed In the throat, 
would turn from the sight of a lamb, 
•without flght, held helpless while slow- 
ly \bled to death. 
Most people Ilka 


ilamb or mutton, and most people re- 
quire woolen clothing, but for both 
food and warmth the sheep-raising in- 
dustry will depend upon commercia- 
lized flocks.
